Roses  do  best  in  rich  soil  having  plenty  of  humus  or  vege- 
table fibre  in  it.  Stable  manures  are  best  for  them.  Dig  trench 
to  depth  of  two  or  three  feet;  then  refill  the  trench  mixing  man- 
ure and  soil  together.
